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Council Eyes City Wide Parks Assessment 


The city of Yorba Linda will take a 
long hard look at a city-wide 
assessment district to support the 
city’s park plan--particularly in the 
area cf site acquisition. 

The idea of the special tax to 
bolster the city’s sagging park 
finances came up during considera- 
tion of a tentative tract map--located 
on land that the city has earmarked 
as a park site. The developer, 
Standard Pacific Corporation, wants 
to subdivide the 6.75 acre property 
just south of Ridgecrest on Richfield 
Road. 

The problem is--even if the city 
were to turn down the development 
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in order to preserve the site for a 
neighborhood park, there is no 
guarantee that the city would have 
the money to purchase the site. The 
situation leaves the city in an 
uncomfortable position. If the city 
would fail to buy the land, they could 
be in a position to be sued for inverse 


condemnation, according to city 
attorney Len: Hample. 
Residents in the area were 


strongly in favor of preserving the 
site as a park--many were in favor of 
forming a _ special assessment 
district to finance the park. Others, 
although in favor of preserving the 
site, were worried about double 


assessment. ‘“‘Our property is 
immediately adjacent to the 
site--does this mean we would be 
assessed for a neighborhood park, 
assessed for a community park anda 
regular city tax,’" questioned one 
resident. 

Many expressed the feeling that 
Yorba Linda should ‘‘stick to its 
guns"’ on the park plan. 

“I don’t think we've heard a 
single objection to a park as such. 
The question is, how do you pay for 
it? The subject of a city property tax 
has been set aside too many 
times--it's time we got some basic 
decisions from our city council."* 


stated resident George Hayward. 
Hayward was not the only one who 
felt it was time for the council to 
grapple with the financial issues in 
the city. Councilman Rudy Castro 
commented, ‘The decision tonight 
Is not only the park on Richfield 
Road. Many hours have been spent 
on the park committee studying park 
locations. We narrowed the field 
down to II sites. I indicated to the 
council not too long ago that the city 
needs to make a political decision on 
a property tax. We cannot run the 
city on a_ shoestring.’’ Castro 
suggested a city wide assessment 
district that could fund acquisition of 


park sites before they are gone. 

The council authorized city staff to 
conduct a study on a city-wide 
assessment district, a report to be 
given at the next council meeting. 

The move was too late to save the 
Richfield Road park site, however. 
In a 4-1 vote, the council voted to 
approve the Standard Pacific 
tentative tract map. 

**My hesitation is due to the fact 
that there are other park sites in the 
area. I see a denial of the tract as an 
instant law suit--which we all pay 
for and which further limits our 
ability to buy some of the things 
we'd like to have."’ said council- 
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Council Turns Down 
Ordinance Change 
—— Despite Petitions 


Petitions have been circulating 
around town--particularly in the 
vicinity of the United Methodist 
Church---with remarkable results. 

The subject is a proposed change 
to the city zoning ordinance allowing 
retail nurseries as a permitted 
use--with a conditional use permit--- 
in the residential estate zone. The 
whole idea was brought up when a 
man named Tanaka submitted plans 
to the city for a nursery on the plot 
next to the Methodist Church on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. Tanaka's 
development. was turned down by 
the local planning commission on 

athe basis that a.retail nursery was 
>t a permitted use in the RE zone. 
Zanaka appealed to the city council, 
who turned him down for the same 
reason--not consistent with. the 


zoning ordinance. The council 
agreed, however, to consider a 
possible change to the zoning 


ordinance that would allow nurser- 
ies in the residential zones. 

The time of reckoning was 
Monday--and Tanaka was there, 
armed with an 89-signature petition. 
The opposition was there too--also 
armed with petitions. 

A string of residents on the 
Tanaka side, explained that they 
would rather have the lush, 
beautifully landscaped nursery next 
to their homes than some of the 
alternatives. ‘‘I have seen that 
property undeveloped for eight to 
nine years. It would be too expensive 
to develop as anything else--except 


an apartment building,’’ said one 
resident. 
Others, however, disagreed, 


‘*The ordinance was prepared based 
upon years of experience, we are 
asking for a change in the zoning 
ordinance that will open up an 
avalanche of similar requests. Let’s 
not change the city’s structure for 
one individual,’’ said John Windlun. 

A majority of council members 
opted to turn down the proposed 
change and leave the ordinance as 
is. ‘‘We would be establishing the 
ability for strip zoning and for spot 
zoning in the residential zones. Such 
a move would be poor planning for 
the city,’ noted councilperson 
Carolyn Ewing. 


Two other councilmen added their 
vote to hers to make up a majority 
‘no’ on the change. Dissenters were 
Whit Cromwell and Hank Wedaa. 


Gold Gunned 
Bandit Hits 


Merchants 


A young woman carrying what 
looked to be a gold-plated Derringer 
last Thursday evening robbed 
Cindy's Ice Cream Parlor, 1210 E. 
Yorba Linda Blvd., Placentia, of $40 
cash. ‘The day before, the same 
person armed with the same weapon 
apparently took $75 cash from the 
Little Prince and Princess clothing 
store, 178 E. Yorba Linda Blvd., 
Placentia. 

The same modus operandi was 
used in both robberies. 

The woman, described as 19 to 20 
years old with light brown or blond 
hair, entered the ice cream shop 
about 6:30 p.m., walked to the rear 
of the building, and asked a waitress 
for a paper bag. She then drew her 
pistol and ordered the waitress, 
identified by police as Beth Ann 
Hoyt, 16, to put the money in the 
cash register into the bag. Telling 
Hoyt to lie on the floor for 10 
minutes, she took the bag and left. 

On Wednesday, she had entered 
the children’s clothing store about 5 
p.m. and had also gone immediately 
to the rear. After a customer left, she 
drew the pistol from her purse and 
directed the owner, Mary Miller, to 
put the money in the cash register in 
the purse. Before leaving, she told 
Mrs. Miller also to lie on the floor for 
10 minutes. 

In both robberies, the woman had 
directed her victims to raise the coin 
trays in the cash registers to make 
sure no bills were underneath. 
Likewise, both times she had been 
careful to touch nothing in the 
stores. 

Victims described her as 5S feet 3 to 
5 inches tall, weighing 115 to 120 
pounds. 


YL Employees Dispute 
2.5% Wage Hike 


Yorba Linda’s ‘‘anti-inflationary”’ 
wage increase of 2.5 per cent for city 
employees has met with some 
opposition. From city employees. 

According to assistant city 
engineer, Dick Polen, city workers 
are forming 2h informal employee 
association to make their needs 
known directly to the city council. 

“I don’t think we'll get them to 
change their minds,’’ Polen said,"’ 
but we'd like to get them to listen to 
us so that in June (budget time) 
they'll give us some consideration. "’ 

City employees, Polen explained, 
were unhappy with the city’s 
provision for $3,000 to be distributed 
at the city administrator's dis- 
cretion, among the 16 city hall 
employees. No city department 
heads, including city administrator 
Art Simonian, were included in the 
hike. 


Polen said that employees were in 
agreement with Simonian’s original 
recommendation that $11,000 be 
dispursed to workers over the next 
six months. 


The new organization will work 
toward June salary raises, Polen 
said. Salaries will be up for council 
review again at that time. 


‘We want to form a committee to 
review county salaries to find out 
comparisons and figure out what 
would be fair and present these 
findings to the city administrator for 
presentation to the council,’’ Polen 
noted. 


**Art Simonian will still be acting 


as pur mediator,’’ he added, ‘‘but 
since he does work for the council, 
conflicts could arise, and so we 
should be our own representatives."’

Whit Cromwell made the motion 
that the map be approved as 
conditioned by the planning 
commission.

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Grant To Go For 
YL Target Area 


Facing a filing deadline for 
approximately $365,000 in federal 
funds apropriated for ‘‘blighted 
areas’' in cities, the Yorba Linda city 
council moved quickly to back a 
planning commission recommenda- 
tion that the funds be used for a 
community center for youth and the 
elderly in a ‘target area’’ in Yorba 
Linda. 

The funds are available through 
the Housing and Community 
Development Act of 1974 which is 
aimed at helping to improve the 
living conditions in communities. 
The act provides money for partially 
dealing with the needs of low and 
moderate income families, preven- 
tion or improvement of deteriorating 
housing and commercial areas, and 
assistance for emergency com- 
munity problems. 

At the planning commission level, 
the city mapped out a ‘‘target area™’ 
north of Yorba Linda Boulevard. 
east of Prospect Avenue,# south of 
Bastanchury Road and west of 
Lakeview Avenue. According to city 
administrator Art Simonian, al- 
though no “‘blighted areas"’ exist in 
Yorba Linda--this oldest section of 
town would qualify under the 
**potentially blighted’’ phrase in the 
act. 

During Monday's public hearing, 
aimed at collecting community input 
on use of the funds, a sparse 
turn-out of local citizens restated the

senior citizen facilities, 

Bob Beardsley, director of the 
local YMCA, commented, ‘'I’m in 
favor of the grant. Blighted can 
mean a lot of things. It can mean 
more than trash in the street. A few 
days ago, I was with a high school 
student who was overdosed on 
drugs--if that isn't blighted, I don’t 
know what is."’ 

The complaint that local young 
people have no place to go for 
recreation cropped up again and 
again. 

Todd Murphy, a teacher in Yorba 
Linda noted, ‘Out of my classes of 
132 kids, | asked what they did last 
weekend--16 had youth activities, 43 
went ‘‘out’’ whatever that means, 36 
went to Winchell's, 18 went to the 
7-11 store, 16 stayed home and 17 
didn't remember what _ they 
did---that tells me a little about what 
kids have to do in Yorba Linda." 

Muriel Sutton, a member of the 
Yorba Linda Senior Citizens Club, 
reemphasized the point that youth 
have no where to go---she also 
pointed out that seniors need 
facilities. ‘‘We're meeting any- 
where we can. It would be wonderful 
if we had a place to go that we would 
share with youth . We could help 
them and they could help us. I'm 
sure the city of Yorba Linda could 
spare a small amount of money to 
maintain this."’ 

The council voted 4-1 to utilize the 
federal funds for acquisition and 
development of a facility for senior 
citizens and youth groups. 

The dissenting vote came from 
councilman Rudy Castro. ‘‘l am 
personally opposed to taking federal 
funds. We are sayng we want to get 
our share in spite of the intent of the 
act. I share sincerely the concerns of 
the citizens who spoke tonight. My 
‘no’ vote is not against the 
program--it's for philosophical 
reasons. If we're going to live in this 
community, we're going to have to 
give to it.”’ 

The funds can be used over a 
period of three years to construct a 
facility in the ‘‘target’’ area.

Incumbent---A Voice 


For YL Unification 


“I want to stay on the board 
because I'm a voice for unification. If 
the proposed annexation gets hung 
up, I can move with the board in 
looking at  unification.’’ The 
statement comes from Gerald Rost, 
incumbent on the Yorba Linda 
Elementary School Board, who is 
seeking reelection on March 4. 

A board member since 1971, Rost 
is currently serving as school board 
president. Along with trustee Gene 
De Gaine, who retired at the end of 
December, Rost has supported 
unification for the local district. 

‘*l was one of those who voted 
unification---if we were to unify we 
still have the alternative to annex. 
Unification would put us in stronger 
position to annex later because we 
would be housing all of our own 
students."’ 

He pointed out that negotiations 
between the three boards involved 
in the current annex move---Yorba 
Linda, Fullerton Union High School 
District, and Placentia Unified 
School District--would be ‘‘very 
difficult."’ ‘‘It's hard to get three 
district to agree-particularly on the 
financial aspects." 


However, Rost promises to do his 
best to expedite the annexation: 
“Although I am an advocate of 
unification, the issue on annexation 
should be brought to a_ vote 
promptly. I consider either annexa- 
tion or unification to be a better long 
term solution than the present split 
school district arrangement." 


Rost noted that, historically, the 
position of the small local district has 
changed considerably. ‘‘Some years 
ago, we were getting much more 
money per student in the high school 
program by busing them to Troy. 
Also, at that time, it was not 
financially feasible for Yorba Linda 
to go it alone."’ 


But times have changed---‘'l 
believe Yorba Linda could put 
together an adequate school 


program on a unified basis, and 


that’s the reason I _ support 
unification."’ 
Rost, one of eight candidates 


running for two vacancies on the 
board, expects a quiet race. None of 
the key issues, including annexa- 
tion, school building and curri- 


culum, are controversial at the 
present time. The annexation issue 
has already been put into motion by 
the three man majority of board 
members who are not up for 
reelection. A majority of the board 
will be pro-annexation regardless of 
who wins the two vacant posts.

Methodist Church is spon-

The project, which began 
six years ago, is 80 per cent 
completed now and the 
sister church has expanded 
beyond the original plans to 
meet the needs of Tecate 
residents. 

So the purpose of the sale 
becomes apparent as the 
story about how the mission 
grew unfolds... 

After plans for building 
the mission were made, the 
MYF chose a dusty bit of 
land for the site which they 
purchased and poured the 
first concrete slab for the 
sanctuary. They had raised 
the money by selling 
Christmas greens and 
found the Tecate neighbor- 
hood of cruel poverty a 
harsh contrast to the middle 
class affluence they were 
used to in Yorba Linda. 


quarters for the pastor and 
his family of seven. Then a 
fire totally destroyed one ot 
the buildings and this was 
rebuilt months ago along 
with a new sanctuary with a 


proud cross, an outside 
laundry, shower and rest- 
rooms. 

in recent weeks the 


foundation and floor for the 
crib room and classrooms 
has been poured and is now 
ready for walls of a building 
of 400 square feet. 


Directors of the project, 
Mr. and Mrs. James 
Guardia, who have watched 
the struggling church grow, 
call the MYF youth ‘‘an 
amazing group, working 
hard for the privilege of 
going to Mexico--they’ve 
placed hundreds of 15 
pound cement blocks into 
position until their gloves 
shredded and hands bled, 
but they didn’t stop until 
long after dark,’’ says Mrs, 
Guardia. 


She added an anecdote 
about the untimely death of 


a young Mexican woman 
from the mission caused by 
ignorance during her third 
month of pregnancy. ‘‘Our 
youth then reevaluated 
their goals, and_ the 
constant physical needs of 
those beautiful people 
touched them deeply. So 
the idea of a much needed 
Christian social center was 
born..." 

To this Mrs. Guardia 
adds additional goals for the 
future: 

--A child day care center 
for working mothers. 

--Classes in reading and 
writing, nutrition, pre-natal 
care, health and family 
planning. 

--Carpentry apprentice- 
ship classes for unskilled 
young men, led by the 
pastor, a carpenter by 
trade. 


To reach the goals, the 
need for more workers is 
greater than meets the eye 
of an outsider. Funds are 
needed to pay the mission 
helpers, for tools, sports 
equipment, supplies and 


hot meals for the day 
school. A van or pick-up 
with a shell cover is also 
needed to transport people 
to and from the mission and 
sometimes to the hospital 


30 miles distant as well. 


Emergencies often arise 
and people, such as a 90 
year old man living in the 
hills nearby, often come for 
help in 110 degree heat on 
foot because they have no 
other transportation. 


Neither the Guardias nor 
the MYF recognize denom- 
inational or border lines, 
andthey say this project has 
taught youth living on both 
sides of the border that 
happiness comes _ from 
helping others. ‘‘The center 
is for everyone,’ adds Mrs. 
Guardia quickly. ‘‘No one 
receiving service is re- 
quired to be a member of 
the mission."

Garden Grove Eyes Airport Group 


The  Inter-County Airport 
Authority, successor to the Chino 
Hills Airport Authority, was in 
strong motion this week as it picked 
up another large city on its side of 
the ledger...Garden Grove. 

Action was taken by the Garden 
Grove City Council in a unanimous 
decision to further investigate 
joining ICAA with their City 
Attorney expected to present an 
agreement before the council on 
February 11. 

The endorsement closely followed 
that made by the city of Santa Ana, 
which in a split vote approved an 
alliance with the Airport Authority, 
adding a number of conditions and 
Stipulations. 

Colonel John Lowman, Assistant 


Project ,Director of ICAA said 
Tuesday that the conditions are 
completely agreeable to the 


authority and that his office also is 
providing information to other cities 
in a general area in and out of 
Orange County who are requesting 
it. 

Mrs. Carolyn Ewing, Mayor Pro 
Tem of the city of Yorba Linda said 
she will urge her city council to seek 
help from Orange County Super- 
visors in calling a meeting of north 
Orange County cities to present 
opposition to any plans to build an 
airport in the Chino Hills. 


Cities expected to be appraised of 


the action would include Placentia, 
Yorba Linda, Fullerton, Brea, La 
Habra and possibly Anaheim. 


Representatives of PATCH (Pre- 
vent Airport Through Chino Hills) 
headquartered in Yorba Linda, said 
that their organization is consider- 
ing legal action ‘‘at the proper 
time."" One firm of attorneys 
confirmed Tuesday that they have 
been consulted by the group. 

George Hayward, PATCH. board 
member, who spoke to the Yorba 
Linda City Council Monday night 
said that his group will be making 
appearances when further progres- 
sion of contracts is brought up 
before the Santa Ana and the 
Garden Grove City Councils. 

‘We're going to scream and 
holler,’’ he confirmed. 

The last cities to join Stanton and 
Chino in the Inter-County Airport 
Authority may have caught 
dissidents by surprise as no 
protesting speakers appeared be- 


fore either city council when their 
individual actions were taken. 


Mrs. Mary Dinndorf, Anaheim, 
Secretary of PATCH said in her 
opinion the Chino Hills Airport is ‘*a 
rip-off of taxpayers money."’ 

‘The cost of the proposed airport 
has been mentioned as 
$300,000;000. This is the price that 
was quoted over 18 months ago. 
Today the cost would be at least 50 
per cent greater. Who will finance 
this? 


“If an application for federal 
funds to make a study for an airport 
to be located somewhere in Orange 
County is made, the funds would not 
go to the sponsoring cities,’’ Mrs. 
Dinndorf continues. ‘‘They do not 
have the authority to make such a 
study. They may obtain a planning 
grant to plan an airport at a specific 
site and the airport must be 
constructed in three years. 


‘If Chino Hills were chosen, the 
Orange County Board of Super- 
visors, the Southern California 
Association of Governments (SCAG) 


and the state of California would 
have to approve the location,’’ Mrs. 
Dinndorf claimed. 


Col. Lowman, speaking for ICAA 
said that when the authority finally 
selects a site for an airport that 
federal funds will be sought for the 
study. The ICAA is considering ten 
airport locations. 

A previous statement by Con- 
gressman Charles Wiggins declared 
that the group would not be eligible 


for FAA funds but Lowman said he - 


thought funding for a study through 
that source would be no problem. 


The addition of the city of Garden 
Grove to the roster brings the fourth 
largest city in Orange County on the 
record, following Santa Ana, the 
largest. Anaheim withdrew from the 
Chino Hills Airport Authority after a 
change in city government, at the 
last election, leading to the demise 
of that entity. 


Beth Stevens, board member of 
PATCH stated firmly regarding an 
airport in Chino Hills, ‘We're not 
going to let it happen!"’ 


TelllIt Like ItIs 


In recent interviews with burglars 
taken into custody, Brea Police 
Detective Ken Owens found some 
interesting facts. Although reluctant 
to explain exactly how the thieves 
break in, he commented that 
standard key in knob type locks offer 
little if any protection. If the door 
appears to be protected with a 
deadbolt type lock, Detective Owens 
stated that the burglars would ‘‘pass 
that house by.’’ The popular adage 
that ‘if they want to break in, they 
will’’ is not necessarily true, he 
added. Good locks on doors and 
windows along with marking 
property with driver's license 
number and displaying the ‘‘Opera- 
tion Identification’’ decals are all 
effective in preventing burglaries. 

Also important are good neigh- 
bors who watch out for each other 
and report suspicious circumstances 
to the police. Detective Owens 
cautioned that many burglars do not 
fit the popular stereotype of a 
burglar. Some take great care to 
appear respectable and frequently

You see them on Friday 
night, at the local post 
. dirty and sweaty 
from toiling in the fields, 
with.their meagre week's 
earnings clutched in their 
hands, They wait patiently 
to buy a money order and 
send it by registered mail 
back to their families who 
wait for this, their sole 
contact with the man of the 
family. 
Many responsible offi- 


cials are calling these 
people dangerous. | don't 
see it. I see the social 


ramifications of this alien 
with his dreams; the drain 
of - American dollars to 
Mexico, the unwillingness 
of the aliens to report 
crimes or be a witness in the 
court room and it is true that 
he may usurp the job of a 
citizen.
